$90,7*i3,705, sn iticrease during the year 
of 104 hanl<8 and iiiI0,<J3o,000 in capita'. 
Only two 8oaih«ra national banks faihd 
dnrinj; the ycnr, and both of these fail- 
ures Mere dui- to dishonebty in man 
agement, see inling to Qovernment re- 
ports. 

During th * year 2,41)9 uiili-s of railroad 
were built in the South, against 2,206 
miles in 1880 

The total valne of foreittn exports fr im 
all Southern pons for the lir.-it eleven 
months of 1800 was $268,203,000. an in- 
crease of $24,141 ,010 over the correspond- 
inn months i>i 1 80, while ihe increase in 
the balance of the country was only $4,- 
984,477, the Increase at Southern porta 
being five times kireai as the combined 
fain at all other United Slates ports. 

The production of pig iron for the year

The heaviest individual loss is that of 
Revillon Freers. the wholesale furriers.

Later estim.vtes place the loss to 
Revillon 1 reers at i|!5()0,(KM).

While a large portion of the fire bri- 
gade wius occupiLd in battling with the 
tire iu C^ueen Victoria street, another 
serious conflagration was raging in the 
snVmrb of Hackney, sixteen engines be- 
ing engaged in the attempt to subdue it.
